very active In athletics, and in Chris- 
tian work. He was n classmate of 
Horace Tracy Pitkin, who was mar- 
tyred in the Boxer uprisings shortly 
after Ills arrival In China. Before, 
leaving Yale, Mr. Pitkin had seen over 
sixty men on the foreign mission field 
as n result of his Influence. 

Sherwood Eddy went llrst to India, 
where he started in the south as a 
regular evangelical missionary. Soon 
his particular interest In student work 
attracted attention, and he was asked 
to speak in many parts of the country. 
Itnt for a number of years he con- 
ducted n very successful mission 
among the Tamil people, securing a 
deep insight Into their life and lan- 
guage. 

• Ills next position was as student 
secretary of the Y.M.C.A, for India. 
Here he displayed very great organiz- 
ing ability and a truly remarkable 
breadth of view. To hiin as to few 
men, had been given the faculty of 
seeing the world and its needs ns n 
unit, without regard to mere national 
boundaries. Perhaps .Mr. Mott, Fletch- 
er !*. nrockm.in, of China, and Mr. 
Kddy are quit'? unique in this respect. 

A few years ago Mr. Kddy was ap- 
pointed general secretary of the 
Young .Men's Christian Association for 
all Asia, the position he now holds. 

Last winter Mr. Eddy accompanied 
Dr. Moti on his world-embracing tour, 
conducting çrent student meetings in 
over thirty of the largest cities of In- 
dia, China, Korea and Japan. Ko such 
wonderful student meetingr have ever 
been held anywhere. The young Chin- 
ese, especially, were Ihund to he ex- 
ceedingingly anxious to learn more of 
Christianity and the power it ran give 
them to lead the right sort of lives. At 
every meeting there were hundreds of 
enquirers, and before the speakers left 
the Orient there had been over four 
thousand young Chinese students ac- 
tually baptized as a result of [he 
meetings; more than were converted 
to Christianity during the whole of 
the llrst hundred years of missionary 
effort. Mr. Eddy and Dr. Molt wore 
accorded Interviews with President 
Yuan Shal Kai, who was deeply !m- 
piCEsed by their work for the students 
of the new republic. 

To Illustrate the readiness if China 
t> accept Christ, David Yui, B2Clcûtîy 
of the Y.M.CA. i-, Pékin, and himself 
,i Chinaman, tells the story of hi w 
vhtn the rebellion was en lid h ; re- 
ceived three offers. One was frtin the 
Y.M.c.a. of the secretaryship, another 
vas from President l'un i urging him 
tc accept a place on the cabinet, and 
'I", other was from General Lee, if- 
I firing a responsible nliico in the army. 
I l'ai could r.ot decide which to accept, 
so he went to the President and tcld 
! hin. what he hail bj.n offeroJ. Yuan

At a meeting held at ten o'clock last 
Saturday, the Architectural Students 
of the University took a step which 
promises to be n great benellt not only 
to the students, but also to the Junior 
architectural draughtsmen of the city. 
Under the guidance of Professors Tru- 
qualr and Ludlow, they began the for- 
mation of a Junior Architectural Club 
by electing officers and an advisory 
committee, instructing them to draw 
up a constitution and set/of by-laws. 

At all the universities and colleges 
of Great Britain and the United States 
where the architectural departments 
are of any importance, similar clubs 
have been organized. Their principal 
object Is to broaden the outlook of 
members and bring them into touch 
with practical conditions through ad- 
dresses and papers or artistic and pro- 
fessional Interest by experienced man 
of the profession as well as by the 
members themselves. 

In the larger universities, like Col- 
umbia and Harvard, these societies 
publish year books of the department 
containing reproductions of work done 
by students and offer prizes for com- 
petition among the members; in short, 
such a society forms the magnet which 
draws Junior members of the profes- 
sion and gives them considerable In- 
centive to work upwards. 

The department at McGill has grown 
rapidly and has now some sixty stu- 
dents enrolled. These felt that liny 
had numbers which would Well form 
the nucleus of a strong organization, 
and Saturday's meeting resulted. 

Kor the present, control will be In 
the hands of students, but as speedily 
as practicable, Junior draughtsmen of 
the city will be brought In and en- 
couraged to become active members. 
No attempt lias been made as yet to 
draw up a programme, but it is the 
intention to have this composed as 
much as possible of addresses by prac- 
tical men, papers by members being 
kepi in a secondary place.

The Daily 
Graphic remarks that "the whole 
tiling Is excruciatingly funny, a merry- 
go-round of wildly comic situations at 
which you are bound to laugh until 
you are tired, and then you laugh 
again. The Referee says "the fun be- 
came fast and furious, and the conse- 
quent merriment in front of the foot- 
lights wus almost uproarious." 

It is the story of how two guy hus- 
bands endeavor (fruitlessly) to hood- 
wink their wives. To detail the situ- 
ations which lead to their ultimate 
Undoing would We to rob playgoers of 
the many surprises which await them 
In the unfolding of the plot. One of 
the chief reasons of the play's success 
is that one never knows, or could even 
guess, what is likely to happen next, 
or what new device will be used by 
those Implicated to extricate them- 
selves from particularly awkward sit- 
uations.

Mr. Jose G. Levy, the adapter, has 
leapt into prominence almost with his 
first effort, lie Is the writer of a 
number of successful plays and 
sketches, but his treatment of "La

'the many difficulties of French fane 
— proves htm one of the most a.ble 
adapters we have, and Mr. Levy Is al- 
ready commissioned to undertake simi- 
lar work. 

"The Glad Eye" stained its career 
at the Globe Theatre mi November 
llh, 1311. The following day was 
Sunday, when the weekly papers were 
ns tme in their, praises of lis success. 
Un the Monday the London press blaz- 
oned forth its merits, and agreed thai 
•the metropolis was, iU last, supplied 
Willi what it had been crying out for 
for year past— « farce! 

On Boxing Day the company and 
■production were transferred lo the 
Apollo Theatre, win-re the play ran 
for ten .months, and on September 
2nd it was transferred, this lime to the 
Strand, and withdrawn on Thursday, 
January 30th, after a record run of 
fifteen months. The theatres were 
packed ni every performance, and as 
aci su. ceded act, the audiences became 
Wildly delirious. 

During tlie Intermissions there will 
be thrown on the screen college songs, 
and remarks about various Institu- 
tions about the college. Singing and 
shouting will lie the thing. 

The performance over, the Freshmen 
and Sophs will adjourn to Mulson's 
Hall, there to banquet at the expense 
and as guests of the University. The 
Juniors and seniors will meet in the 
Union for dancing. 

Altogether when the evening is over, 
and m ltd night has come and gone, 
there will be enough to make glorious 
remembrances for many a day. ft has 
been asked whether students will pre- 
pare their lessons fur to-morrow after 
or before the performance. The ques- 
tion has not been answered.

The "Daily" to-day records two somewhat peculiar visits 
paid by McGill students in the search of an increase of knowledge. 



THE UNIVERSITY ARMS 

No one can be very long at McGill without becoming more or 
less familiar with the device of the three birds on a shield which 
appears on a great variety of backgrounds, from the carved stone of 
a stately doorway to the stamped paper of our writing pads. Not 
all of us, however, are quite clear as to the origin or meaning of 
the device, or even as to the correct representation of it. For the 
benefit of those who desire to be better informed the "Daily" has 
gathered up some information on the subject and herewith submits it. 

James McGill, our revered Founder, being a gentleman of 
well established family in his own country, Scotland, had the inher- 
ited right to the insignia of nobility, a coat of arms. That coat 
showed a red shield with three white birds of the swallow family, 
known in heraldry as martlets, and his crest was one similar bird 
superimposed above the shield. A peculiarity of these heraldic birds 
is that they must be shown without feet or with at most a curious un- 
foot-like kind of support, known in heraldry as breeches. 

When our university was founded it assumed not only the name 
but the arms of its founder, with the slight alteration that the bird 
above the shield was removed and its place taken by a crown, the 
intention being to indicate that the institution was in possession of a 
royal charter. This coat-of-arms then — the shield, three martlets 
and crown stood as the University blazonry for about seventy- 
five years, and during that time great freedom was used in its repre- 
sentation. Sometimes the birds were white on red, sometimes red 
on white, sometimes they were black, generally they showed a repre- 
hensible degree of legginess. Occasional criticisms were made but 
soon forgotten. At last in 1902 Dr. Adami published an article in 
the University Magazine in which he advised that the arms should 
be altered in order to bring them into conformity with the rules gov- 
erning university usage, and also that more care should be used in 
the details of representation. 

As a result of this enlightening and critical article a committee 
was formed, made up of professors learned in heraldic lore, a new 
design was drawn, submitted to the College of Heralds and approv- 



ed ; and, subsequently, adopted by the University authorities as the 
official coat-of-arms. This design was the work of Professor 
Nobbs in collaboration with Dr. Adamif and they were guided in 
their choice of devices by the facts that custom has sanctioned the 
use of a book in university arms, that McGill is in Montreal, and 
that it is right and proper that the connection of our arms with those 
of the Founder should continue to be shown. Hence, in the words 
of one of the learned authorities consulted: — ■ 

"The arms of the University consist of the Founder's arms 
with the colors reversed, surmounted by certain objects intended to 
symbolize the idea contained in the word "Montreal" and the no- 
tion of a university founded for the doubtful advantages of book 
learning. These remarks account for the book and the two ancient 
silver crowns, also for the three points which result from the chief or 
upper part of the shield having three indents, or being in heraldic 
language arranged dancette, thus revealing to the astonished behold- 
er a representation of the Mountain and the West Mountain covered 
with snow against a sunset sky. One good point about the thing is 
that it is all done in red and white, the only colors in the Founder's 
arms which are now the University colors. The blazing of the Mc- 
Gill University coat-of-arms (as registered) is as follows :—' Ar- 
gent, three martlets gules on a chief dancette of the second., a book 
proper bearing motto In Domino Confido, between two crowns an- 
cient of the first; motto Crandcscunt Aucta Lahore. Being the arms 
of a corporation there is no helmet, crown or crest 
outside the shield and this motto. It may be pointed out that 
the shape of the shield does not matter at all, provided the things 
that go on it are properly arranged." After this explanation per- 
haps it is necessary to record our gratitude to the learned professors 
who have provided us at last with an orthodox coat-of-arms, and to 
record our thankfulness that James McGill's colors were tht good 
red and white which are so effective on theatre nights and all festal 
occasions. "The colors which show best by candle light," says 
Bacon, "are white and carnation and a kind of sea-water green." 
We have our red and white. Can we look to the class of 1 91 7 and 
all subsequent Freshman classes to provide the green? 



Premature Visit is Paid to 
Crematorium by Lost Students 

They Found Themselves in Front of the Building Yesterday, and 
Went in— They Tell the Whole Story 



Two McGill students, one a fresh- 
man In Arts, the other in Law, went 
fur a i|iii«.t Sunday afternoon stroll on 
Mount ltoy.il yesterday. They wan- 
dered Into the cemetery where they 
admired the various vaults and tomb- 
stones, When the time came for them 
to turn Itbme — horrors! they were lost. 

After meandering round the ghastly 
place for about an hour they found 
themselves In Trout of the cremator- 
ium. The opportunity was not to he 
missed. Mustering up courage they 
entered. 

The front room, n Kind of porch, was 
roofed in Gothic stylo. The floor was 
made nf colored tiles arranged in ex- 
quisite patterns. They passed next In- 
jto n beautiful greenhouse, magnificent 
palms of every description flourished 
in rich profusion. Passing to the end 
of the room and turning to the loflt, 
the two friends boldly tried another 
door iinil found themselves In the 
waiting room; the floor was of tiles 
like those in the porch; and the whole 
a well lighted room, somewhat resem- 
bling the vestry of n church.' 

In the centre stood a table with rol- 
lers upon n, fen - the purpose nf receiv- 
ing; the bier, In the wall were two 
sliding doors through which one could 
see the furnaces, or rather the aper- 
tures in them, into which the coffins 
were slid. 

The two Intrepid gentlemen then 
passed into the room where stood the 
two furnaces. They were simply two 
large square ovens, painted with alum- 
inum paint. In the hack of each was 
a door, through which the ashes wen; 



taken out. Another door, when opened, 
revealed the taps controlling the fire. 

The method of procedure is as fol- 
lows:— The coffin being brought Into 
tho vestry-like room. Is placed upon 
the table and a service is conducted 
When the proper lime arrives the ta- 
ble Is wheeled to the door In the wall 
and inns to the door of the furnace. 
The coffin is slid Into the furnuco and 
the eliding door In tin- wall Is closed. 
Then the furnace door is closed and the 
gas turned on. 

Ignition takes place aotually in the 
fire-brick lined interior and the flames 
rush up til rough two holes at the back 
or the furnace and over the liler and 
down two holes at the front near the 
door. The fumes and smoke pass out 
through a chimney. The strong 
draught separates the coffin ashes 
from those of the cremated person be- 
cause human ashes are several times 
heavier than ashes of wood. 

The whole process requires one hour 
and L'O minutes. The human ashes 
are found to be in chips of about one 
Inch by three-quarters, and weigh 
about five pounds. They nre put 

Into an urn and are either hurled or 
taken home by Hie relatives of the de- 
ceased. Cleanliness marked every cor- 
ner of the crematorium. Kveryihing 
Is made as easy ns possible fur the 
relatives. 

Their tour of inspection over, the 
two friends, having Inquired freely of 
passers by, returned, one to the Union 
and the other to his mom. Itnth have 
decided that cremation Is the proper 
thing for those who liko it.
